said. 

The group formed last fall and quickly gained 
momentum. A town- wide mailing explaining the purpose 
of the Friends will go out in May. 

"We hope that everyone in town will become 
a friend/ 7 said Chrissie Bascom, the secretary of the 
FMCOA.

According to Bascom, one-third of Marion's 
population is over 60 years of age.

For 13 years, I was involved with caring for 
my father. In 1998, he sustained a closed head injury so 
damaging that he spent four months in an amnesia state 
housed in the locked unit of a nursing home. Slowly, as 
he regained some mental functioning and as Medicare 
coverage was coming to an end, he returned home. 
He could perform all the habits of daily living, but his 
emotional and psychological equilibrium ebbed and 
flowed with the tides. It took a couple of years for this to 
level off. My parents were able to resume a fairly normal 
life. What we didn't fully understand at the time was that 
Dad also had dementia. Our wild ride was just beginning. 

By 2008, my mother no longer was able to care for 
herself. Her falling episodes rendered it necessary for her 
to receive nursing home care. When she left home for the 
last time, Dad was alone, completely and utterly alone — 
except for me. 

So began my journey of living several full-time 
lives concurrently; a wife, a mother, a grandmother, a 
person with a career and a caregiver. The last few years of 
Dad's life were an endless array of medical appointments, 
in-home evaluations with service providers, or hands- 
on assistance bathing him, cleaning his home, preparing 
meals and being his confidante. I drove thousands of 
miles between his home and mine. My life was dictated 
by the needs of an elderly man with dementia. 

My husband and son were allies as I pulled 
out all the stops in surrounding Dad with personal care

attendants. I was the general forging battle plans against 
the advancing disease. I was continuously striving to give 
Dad good in-home care. For a long time, he was okay. 
But I was not. I just kept going, pushing, doing. I didn't 
recognize my own unraveling. 

By 2010, Dad's dementia had reached the stage 
where his delusions were his reality. The following is from 
a passage I wrote at that time, as I attempted to deal with 
all the unpleasant emotions his condition stirred in me: 

"One day, Dad told me, T got a new baby boy. I 
want you to take me and him to visit your mother. SheTl 
like that/ As he said this to me he was smiling with the 
joy any new father would feel, except in this case, it is just 
plain sad. I am sick to my stomach/ 7

After nine decades of independent living, being a 
responsible reasonable father and husband, the end was 
coming. He began wandering off trying to find imaginary 
family. He searched for fishing boats and businesses he 
was so sure he owned. He'd ask complete strangers to 
give him a ride to the bank and on the way tell them he'd 
be withdrawing millions of dollars. Dad needed someone 
to watch over him on a full-time basis. 

But this type of care, known as custodial care 
in the health care industry, is not covered by Medicare 
or Mass Health. If the sick person is able to walk, feed 
themselves, go to the toilet, dress, and perform other 
basic functions, they are not candidates for nursing home 
care. My parents did not have any other form of health 
insurance or financial resources to purchase assistance. 
The total responsibility for custodial care falls to family 
members. I couldn't manage his advancing disease any 
longer and I could not bring him into my home. Fd lie 
awake at night tortured by how to take care of Dad. His 
disease had become too much for me, and he had become 
a danger to himself. Something would have to give. 

That something came in February of 2011. He 
developed pneumonia. This allowed the Medicare system 
and me to have him hospitalized for three days and 
then admitted to a nursing home for a limited period of 
time. The complicated and multilayered processes that 
Medicare and Mass Health programs require cannot 
be described easily. Suffice to say, with tremendous

emotional agony, I negotiated government and health care 
regulations, securing the professional 24-hour care he now 
needed. Dad was transported to the nursing home. 

He railed against me: it was my fault; I was 
keeping him from his new family, his millions of dollars, 
his fishing business and the store he owned. He told me I 
wasn't going to get anything. I had failed him by placing 
him at "the end of the world/ 7 He called the nursing home 
a "funeral parlor." In spite of his delusions, there were 
moments of complete clarity. It was heartbreaking. 

After a few weeks, it was as though he gave up 
living. Although it was never discussed, he knew he 
wasn't going home again. Those weeks were agonizing 
for us both and remain a pulsing open wound in my soul.

I watched his will to live slide away moment by moment. 
I still feel tremendous guilt. Dad's battle ended in May 
2011. 

One in every three senior citizens will develop 
some type of dementia. Alzheimer's is the sixth-leading 
cause of death for seniors.

spread from a small brush pile that was being burned, 
was pushed by the high winds and spread rapidly. 
Initially a contractor working on a neighboring house, 
who alerted the homeowner, saw the smoke; the smoke 
could be seen from across the harbor. The MFD was able 
to rapidly knock down the fire and clean up the scene 
within an hour. 

While working at the scene of the brush fire, the 
Department received a call regarding a possible car fire 
on Acushnet Road. The first police officers on the scene 
reported a pickup truck with smoke billowing from the 
engine compartment. The Fairhaven Fire Department was 
contacted to assist with the vehicle fire on Acushnet Road 
and arrived on scene at the same time as Mattapoisett 7 s 
Engine 4. On arrival, firefighters were met with a fully 
involved vehicle. The vehicle, which was an older model, 
was a project that the homeowner had been working on 
for some time to restore. 

The National Weather Service reports that South 
Coast is currently experiencing elevated fire weather 
potential.

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Tax Rate Dates Debated 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

Quarterly or semi-annual tax bills? That was the 
issue discussed at the Rochester Board of Selectmen's 
meeting on Monday. Currently Rochester utilizes a 
standard semi-annual tax bill. Tax bills are based on the 
tax rate of the prior year. The fiscal year for the town runs 
from July 1 to July 1. 

At issue is whether the town should adopt a new 
formula of preliminary semi-annual based tax bills based 
upon the prior year's tax rate, with bills being sent out at 
an estimated billing, with the accurate adjustment coming 
later, after the tax rate is set. 

Also discussed and debated was a change to 
quarterly bills versus semi-annual bills. 

Representatives from both the Board of Assessors 
and the Tax Collector's office spoke at the meeting. The 
representative from the Board of Assessors addressed 
the Board and said that 250 towns in the state issued 
quarterly tax bills and that only 6 issued semi-annual tax 
bills. The Board agreed to put an article on the warrant on 
the Town Meeting for 2015 for the town to decide on the 
tax payment issue. 

In other business, Michael Jackman, representing 
Congressman William Keating, offered Rochester 
residents assistance with foreclosure, immigration issues, 
veteran issues or any other federal issues that may come 
up. Jackman gave the phone number for the New Bedford 
office of 508-999-6462 for residents to call. 

The Board discussed a return of $1,005,557 from 
the Old Rochester Regional School District, to be split 
by the Tri-Town. Rochester Selectman Naida Parker 
noted that Rochester "tightened their belt" by not giving 
an increase to town employees in 2012 and here was 
additional monies that were not previously known by the 
town. 

The Board voted and agreed on the six warrant 
Articles for the Town Meeting on May 20. 

Board members encouraged Rochester residents 
to come and vote at the annual town election on April 10.

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

opportunity to slow down and or stop. He said the device 
had been approved by the DOT in August 2012, but as of 
yet had not been deployed into practical application. 

Mattapoisett has two midblock crossroads on 
state road Route 6, or County Road: 1) Barstow Street and 
2) Pearl Street, both of which are poorly marked. Mike 
Delaney of FST said that one of the biggest problems at 
these two locations was the acceleration rate of motorists 
after stopping at a traffic light, increasing the danger to 
pedestrians. 

Both Chief Mary Lyons of the Mattapoisett Police, 
Safety Officer Justin King and Barry Denham of the 
Highway Department were on hand to ask questions of 
the engineers. King shared that one device is currently 
being tested on a state road in Sandwich. He went on 
to say that in his conversation with the DOT they seem 
to want uniformity throughout the state. Denham said 
that the state won't even allow the town to re-paint 
the crosswalks and improve their effectiveness. There 
was a general feeling that Massachusetts DOT was 
nonresponsive to issues associated with crosswalks on 
State roadways. 

Selectman Collyer said, "We've already had one 
death, how much more compelling a case is needed!" 
Delaney of FST said that the federal government had 
already approved the devices, as had the state, so it 
shouldn't be difficult to approach the DOT on permits for 
the installation at the noted location.

The price tag for each unit is approximately

it was decided that Lyons, King, Denham and Gagne 
would approach DOT Division 5 in an investigatory 
manner and get a determination as to whether or not they 
would permit an application for use.

not impact any wetlands, the Commission approved a 
Request for Determination of Applicability with a few 
stipulations to insure the deforestation remains within the 
planned acreage. Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold 
also wanted assurance that buffering materials would be 
used if necessary to protect the streams and a vernal pool 
on North Street. 

Richard Charon of Charon & Associates was also 
in attendance as representative to the applicants, along 
with five staff members from Blue Wave. Those assembled 
learned that the 8-foot black chain link fence that will 
surround the solar field will be placed 165 feet from 
abutters 7 property lines. Solar collectors and associated 
equipment such as inverters will be placed 275 feet from 
the nearest home. 

Diane Ortega, a non-abutting homeowner on 
Shady Oak Drive, asked questions ranging from fire 
suppression capabilities of the town in the event of a fire 
at the site and what type of cleaning agents might be 
used on the panels. She was assured by Charon that the 
same skill sets used for handling a substation fire (such 
as the substation located on Crystal Springs Road) would 
be employed at the solar farm. Hardy of Blue Wave said 
that there wouldn't be any cleaning of the panels, since 
rainwater would be sufficient. He also stated that there 
is a " restoration clause" in the agreement with the owner 
ensuring the property would be substantially returned to 
its natural state if Blue Wave pulled out. Hardy also stated 
that the project will take between 60 and 90 days and that 
all the clearing will take place at once. 

Jeff Kocur, another non-abutting resident of 
Shady Oak Drive, registered alarm at not having been 
notified by the town of the project. 

"I haven't heard anything except from 
neighbors/ 7 he said. 

He was told by the Commission that residents 
300 feet from the site would be receiving a notice this 
week for the April 18 meeting. Kocur felt, however, that 
it wasn't sufficient time to prepare. He also attempted to 
ask questions pursuant to aesthetics and land use. Again, 
those questions were rebuffed as not within the limits of 
the Commission's oversight. 

Blue Wave has set up a meeting for April 15 at 
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7:00 pm at the Knights of Columbus Hall inviting the 
community to join them in an informal discussion of 
the project. The meeting, however, will not be part of 
the town's public record. The next Mattapoisett public 
meeting is with the Zoning Board of Appeals on April 18 
at 6:00 pm at the Town Hall.

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D&B, she was asking for guidance considering the costs 
associated with fixing all of the problems on the property. 
Building Inspector Andrew Bobola suggested that "all 
the bad things could go away" if the applicant simply 
removed the plumbing and water supply and had the 
existing electrical inspected. If this were done, then his 
office would be able to permit the shed in spite of its 
proximity to neighboring property.

School Committee Chair James Higgins 
replied that as a parent of a sixth-grader himself, he is 
"very sensitive to the issue of class size," and that the 
"unwritten rule of thumb is 22 [students] or less." 

"All of the conversations about school choice 
have centered around not negatively impacting class 
size," Higgins said, adding that while he is "conflicted" 
about the looming school choice issue, he is in favor of 
the program, saying that it could change the lives of some

students while bringing in a " small net gain/ 7 Levels of 
support vary from other committee members leading up 
to the public hearing at the Old Rochester Regional School 
District Committee meeting on April 10 at ORR High 
School. 

ORR Superintendent Douglas White said that 
" anything over 25 is an indicator . . . that would require 
an adjustment. We will continue to monitor this situation

class sizes. 

"I 7 m opposed to it, 77 he continued, "if it brings 
more students with the same number of teachers that we 
have, placing an extra burden on our teaching resources. 77 

Also discussed on Monday were the advantages 
and disadvantages of Mattapoisett — along with Marion 
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Mattapoisett 
508-758-9922 
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and Rochester — adopting a full-day kindergarten 
program and phasing out half-day K altogether. While 
concerns once again centered around class size, the 
Committee was in general enthusiastic about the 
curricular and financial gains that the shift could bring. 
Although the first year of full-day kindergarten would 
cost the district upward of $25,000, state incentives would 
erase that deficit and bring with it additional revenue as 
soon as year two, according to White. 

Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos, who 
made the evening's presentation, said that discussions 
will continue.

RMS Budget Under Discussion 

Rochester School Committee 
By Nick Walecka 

The Rochester School Committee held a public 
hearing Thursday to discuss the proposed budget of 
Rochester Memorial School for fiscal year 2014. 

The proposal, which is for $5,526,343, shows 
a decrease of $46,771 from fiscal year 2013, which was 
$5,573,114. 

It includes the elimination of two teacher 
positions at RMS and the addition of an administrative 
position at the school. Superintendent Douglas White 
noted that the decrease is a result from changes in 
staffing, a decrease in students attending Bristol County 
Agricultural High School, and a decrease in special 
education services for students in the district, among 
several other factors. 

"I just tried to capture the overall the budget and 
let you know how the budget has gone up and down/' 
White said. He noted several areas where spending 
had gone up, but overall, spending is projected to be 
decreased. 

"There's a need for administration within the 
building/ 7 said White, citing an overall decrease in 
enrollment by about 50 as justification for eliminating 
two teaching positions. He said that the staff will still be 
// well-equipped ,/ to handle the amount of students that 
are enrolled.

Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos also 
supported the change, citing recent tragedies at schools as 
one example of a need for more administration within the 
school.

Massachusetts state law 40A specifically states, however, 
that solar array installations cannot be unreasonably 
restricted by municipalities, a difference that has already 
resulted in one lawsuit against the town. 

The proposed solar bylaw provides reasonable 
requirements for roof-mounted and ground-mounted 
solar arrays that are both in compliance with state 
law and are tailored to protect Marion's beauty and 
character. In conjunction with this solar bylaw, the EMC 
is also proposing a Municipal Solar Overlay District that 
encompasses the capped landfill on Benson Brook Road. 
This overlay supports the town vote at last spring's Town 
Meeting authorizing the Selectmen to lease the top of the 
landfill for a solar array. 
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The comparison of the proposed municipal 
overlay to a 40B project is calculated to produce a 
negative reaction by town residents. Unlike a 40B project, 
the Solar Overlay dictates the location of a by-right 
installation. While a developer would not have to obtain 
a special permit in the district, the Planning Board still 
does a site plan review. Moreover, any proposed solar 
array installation on the landfill must meet the stringent 
design requirements of the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection (MassDEP) Post-Closure Permit 
(PCP) process, which exceed special permit requirements. 
MassDEP recognizes that capped landfills are desirable 
locations for renewable energy installations and the PCP 
requirements are focused specifically on ensuring that the 
installation will not damage the landfill cap. MassDEP has 
already permitted 34 renewable energy installations on 
capped landfills: the process is proven and successful. 

The establishment of a // by-right ,/ (which 
means that a special permit is not required) location 
for a renewable energy facility would satisfy one of the 
five criteria needed for a town to achieve the "Green 
Community" designation. For this criterion, the only 
requirement is to have the designated location; there 
is no requirement that the solar installation actually be 
constructed. Contrary to statements in North's letter, the 
responsibility to make a viable economic case for such an 
installation rests with the company that proposes to do 
the installation, not with Marion. 
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Becoming a Green Community is voluntary. It 
would represent a town- wide declaration that we need 
to be better custodians of our environment. Each step in 
the process would require a town- wide decision, each 
resulting in cost benefits to Marion and its residents due 
to reduced energy consumption by our town facilities, 
homes and town vehicles. Achieving Green Community 
designation means real and tangible improvements 
have been made to reduce our energy consumption and 
carbon footprint. It will require effort, determination 
and commitment; there is nothing frivolous or " window 
dressing" about the achievement, as was mischaracterized 
in the April 4 letter. 

The EMC's efforts in this direction to date have 
cost the town nothing. If the town decides to pursue 
Green Community accreditation, some initial investment 
will be required, but these investments will save money 
in the long run through reduced energy costs and cash 
rebates from utility incentives. Energy costs will only 
increase in the future, so actions that reduce town energy 
costs will be to our collective benefit. The statement 
that achieving Green Community status will cost the 
town from $300,000 to $500,000 is not supported by the 
experiences of other towns that have become Green 
Communities. 

To date, one-third (114) of the cities and towns in 
Massachusetts have achieved Green Community status 



within only four years of the program's commencement. 
This is a tremendous achievement and has contributed to 
Massachusetts being the most energy-efficient state in the 
country. Thirty-one of the 114 Green Communities have a 
smaller population than Marion, the smallest being Rowe 
at 393. Contrary to the assertion in North's letter, small 
size is not a disadvantage in achieving Green Community 
status; all towns gain from the energy savings and 
incentives provided by the program. 

Educate yourselves with the facts, not the rumors, 
and come to Town Meeting ready to help steer Marion 
toward a more energy-efficient future.

building code standard would be voluntary. It's a check 
the box exercise on the EMC's Green Communities 7 
agenda. 

This, at first blush, seems to be a wonderful 
idea that Marion promotes energy efficiency. There are 
significant issues with this concept to be considered. 
The new stretch building code would become a new 
mandatory building code standard for Marion. All 
construction and remolding requiring a building permit 
would have to conform to the new and higher energy 
efficiency standards. 

The basic philosophical question to be asked 
is: should Marion through the EMC be dictating "how 
green" residents should build or remodel their projects? 
It's a basic question of government intervention into a 
person's right to make their own decisions regarding how 
green they want to build or remodel. The Town Meetings 
of Carver, Duxbury Fairhaven, Wellfleet and Sturbridge 
have all recently turned down the adoption of stretch 
building codes on the very issue of town intervention into 
private decision making as to building choice. 
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HEATING OIL 
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Cost and necessity are two obvious drivers in a 
person's decision on how green to build. In remodeling 
a seasonal summer cottage, maybe it's not necessary to 
install high thermal pane windows and high R value 
insulation. Maybe the economic cost savings payback of 
a particular project for building "extra green" does not 
warrant the extra expense of a higher green building 
standard. This should be an individual decision and not 
a town-mandated decision to satisfy the EMC's check the 
box on its list of Green Communities 7 designation criteria. 

A Marion stretch building code can be expected 
to drive up building costs from between three to six 
percent and in certain cases as high as 12 percent. This 
means a premium of $3,000 to $6,000 in additional costs 
for each $100,000 in construction or remodeling costs over 
Marion's base building code costs can be expected. 

The town's capital costs for future new 
construction and renovation will increase. For example, 
$12 million in new construction and renovations can be 
expected to increase capital expenditures from between 
$360,000 to $720,000. Affordable housing costs, too, will 
increase. Assuming there is $4 million of new affordable 
housing budgeted, a stretch building code, if adopted, 
would increase costs from between $120,000 to $240,000 
over the base code. Thus, aggregate town capital costs 
increase from $480,000 to $960,000 as the result of 
adopting a stretch building code. 

The impact of a stretch building code on casualty 
insurance cannot be ignored. Most homeowners carry 
replacement value property casualty coverage. In 
the event of a loss such as a fire, the insurance cost to 
replace or rebuild is impacted by the building code. If 
an insurance policy reimbursement is calculated on base 
building code replacement rates and the insured has to 
rebuild under the stretch building code costs, the insured 
will face an insurance coverage gap the difference being 
the cost between the base building and stretch building 
codes. A stretch building code adoption will require 
all Marion residents to review the adequacy of their 
insurance coverage. A green building code insurance 
endorsement too may be necessary for covering the 
building code cost gap. Bottom line, insurance premium 
costs go up, reflecting the green building premium. 
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All of a sudden, the economics of a green stretch 
building code are not particularly attractive for Marion. 

The interrelationship between the required 
Town Meeting actions regarding a stretch building code 
and matter of right zoning and expedited permitting 
cannot be overlooked. If the Town Meeting rejects a 
stretch building code, then Marion will not qualify for 
the Green Communities 7 designation. This will mean 
Marion does not need to adopt matter right zoning and 
expedited permitting zoning changes. The EMC agenda 
for changing the Town's zoning before adoption of a 
stretch building code leaves Marion's zoning protections 
vulnerable should the stretch code fail to pass at Town 
Meeting. The EMC is attempting to put the zoning "cart" 
before the stretch building code "horse." 

The next letter will review the remaining Green 
Communities 7 criteria.

The policy has been spearheaded by the 
Energy Management Committee, with input from 
the Marion Planning Board, and signed off on by 
the Board of Selectmen.

Members of the Planning Board, namely 
Ted North, have expressed dissatisfaction with how 
seriously their input has been taken, as well as with 
aspects of the Solar Bylaw itself, including a per- 
ceived lack of adequate permit requirements and a 
questionable paper trail leading to the bylaw's in- 
clusion on the Town Warrant to begin with. Mean- 
while, the EMC, led by Chair David Pierce and Dr. 
Jennifer Francis, are insisting that they followed all 
protocols in shepherding the bylaw and that a more 
arduous permit process would discourage partici- 
pation in an important energy program that could 
save money and, ultimately, 
help save the planet. 
Here's where you come in. 
On Tuesday, April 16, you 
have the chance to weigh in 
at the Planning Board's public 
hearing. It starts at 5pm at the 
Town Hall. In the meantime, 
you can find letters to the 
editor from both sides in this 
issue.

Mattapoisett PD's Drug Take-Back Day 

The Mattapoisett Police Department will be 
participating in a prescription drug disposal day. This 
event is part of a nationwide initiative by the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration. It will be held April 27 
from 9:00 am to 2:00 pm. The purpose of such programs 
is to allow for safe, legal and environmentally-friendly 



disposal of extra drugs that patients have not used. 

This program serves two purposes. First, this 
program reduces the risk of prescription drugs being 
consumed inappropriately, either by accident or through 
illegal sale. Prescription medication abuse is becoming far 
more prevalent than common street drugs. Widespread 
anecdotal and survey evidence indicates that a huge 
portion of illegal prescription drug use occurs when 
people raid friends 7 and relatives 7 medicine cabinets.

Evil Dead. Starring Jane Levy and Shiloh Fernandez.

If you ever wondered what the Evil Dead movies 
might have been like without the central wit and charisma 
of their star Bruce Campbell, the answer now awaits you 
at a theater near you. The new Evil Dead remake certainly 
doesn't skimp on the gore; tons of the stuff spatter, pool, 
mist, spurt, bead up and roll off. Much has also been 
made of the majority of the effects being realized "practi- 
cally" — that is, with old-school latex and Karo syrup, not 
computer-generated flesh and blood. Such things, I sup- 
pose, are to be honored in this era of hermetically-sealed 
fantasy film, when you know that most of what you see is 
not only fake but doesn't exist in real space. The drenched 
and sticky actors in Evil Dead would no doubt tell you it 
all existed in real space, all right. 

What's missing, first and foremost, is the incom- 
parable real-guy presence of Bruce Campbell, who in 
the original three Evil Dead films directed by Sam Raimi 
came close to defining himself as the Buster Keaton of 
splatstick. Raimi never tired of tormenting Campbell by 
making him do one grotesque, painful thing after another, 
because Raimi knew that Campbell, at least in his youth- 
ful prime, was fun to watch being bashed around — not 
because we disliked him but because he looked as though 
he could shrug it off. In the new Evil Dead, there is no 
Campbell analogue, no character named Ash; the closest 
the film comes is a frail-looking recovering addict named 
Mia (Jane Levy), who spends a good chunk of the movie 
locked in the basement of a cabin, possessed by a demon 
who makes her do things like split her tongue in half with 
a knife. Despite this, later on, after the demon has vacated 
her, she can speak perfectly well. 

The plot is similar. Five college-age people come 
to a cabin in the woods. I use those last four words advis- 
edly, because if you have seen last year's The Cabin in the 
Woods, this film will seem kind of late to the party. The 
trip to the cabin, it seems, is a last-ditch effort of sorts to 
rehab Mia. Accompanying her is her brother David (Shi- 



loh Fernandez), his girlfriend Natalie (Elizabeth Black- 
more), and her friends Eric (Lou Taylor Pucci) and Olivia 
(Jessica Lucas), a registered nurse. Olivia apparently has 
lots of detox meds and tranquilizers to use on Mia, lead- 
ing me to imagine a scene back at the hospital where a 
pharmacist yells "What happened to all our detox meds 
and tranquilizers?" 

A mysterious book is discovered in the basement. 
Eric, being a horror-movie character and therefore stag- 
geringly stupid, reads aloud from the book and unleashes 
demons, one of which promptly infests Mia, who in turn 
corrupts Olivia, and we're off to the races. The movie hits 
the beats that Evil Dead fans will expect and perhaps be 
bored by. A character's hand is possessed, requiring its 
removal by way of an electric carving knife. A nail gun, 
a shotgun and a chainsaw all get a bow on stage. What's 
missing, to go further, is not only Campbell but the spirit 
of play and prankishness that he represented. The new 
director, Fede Alvarez, is no Sam Raimi, and that's not to 
say he's a bad filmmaker; he could be a fine one, given the 
right material. But Raimi made these films with energy 
and gutbucket humor, whereas Alvarez goes about his 
work grimly, as though the Evil Dead films were works of 
the utmost gravity. 

Yes, yes, this is probably supposed to be a new re- 
imagining of Evil Dead, not slavishly following in Raimi' s 
footsteps. I would just as soon see Alvarez directing some- 
thing fresh, and I would rather not see Raimi, Campbell 
and co-producer Rob Tapert lending their imprimatur 
to this remake as producers, thus smudging their own 
names and leaving a bad aftertaste on the original fran- 
chise. The main disappointment of the new Evil Dead is 
that it simply isn't very fun. The original films, particu- 
larly the two sequels, were essentially comedies, and Evil 
Dead II achieved a level of grisly pop art. The new film 
seems as though it might be interesting for a while, using 
demonic possession as a metaphor for drug addiction 
(and nobody believing the hysterical and withdrawal- 
scourged Mia when she starts seeing the evil dead), but 
soon that gets buried in arterial spray and close-ups of 
someone pulling a hypodermic needle out of his face. To 
top it off, this thing is too slick. It's beautifully lighted, 
and it cost $17 million and looks it. The first Evil Dead 
cost about $400,000, and Raimi had to invent camera rigs 
to get some of the insane shots he wanted. No invention 
here.
